Tlio Cuatoma Deiiartnicut at Ottawa 
hHB issued a oirouUr to tho cuBtoins 
liouBuB of tho Dominion stutiiig that avi- 
tienoe in tho poaaesBion of tho dopartniont 
goes to ahov that great laxity oxists on 
the part of colleotora and other ouatoms 
officurB in ooniieatiou with tho trafllc going 
on in Binall opiMi l.uatii and lialiiiig voaaola 
hotwcoii Oiuiuda and for«if,'ii purta. No 
goodt, narea, or niurcliandiau can ba im - 
ported from any ^lorl or placo uut of Can- 
ada on any vessel which has not boon 
duly rrtgiaiored and haa not a oertiGoate 
of rugiatry on board. Only Britiah regia- 
torod VBBsula and bonta wliolly ownod by 
Sritiah aubjecta mid such other b"ats and 
roBseh aa may bo oMrnod by the aubjocta 
of oouDtriea inoludud in any treaty of 
Qiaat Britain by which tlio couating trade 
ia mutually concodud, ahalL bo allowed to 
ooadaotauoh coasting trade, As thoro ia no 
reoiprooal ooaaiiiig trade o.xiating between 
Orei\t Britain and tho I'liited States, 
Uiiitud Siatiia v-estiels cjuiuot bo allowed 
to, in any iiuunnur, participate in such 
trade. Ooaateia are not permitted to go 
on a ioreigD voya(;o without reporting in 
tha lame manner as may bo required from 
all vessela not ooaaters. Foreign voaaeU 
or boata must not be allowed to go from 
placo to place in Canadian watora for tho 
purpoBO of aiiikaiy up or i coking a cargo, 
asBUoh a couruo would beiii violation of tho 
osislint! rugulaiioiia. Tho collector of a 
port may nasigii to auch vossuls 
H landing berth at any one 
place within tho limits of his 
jurisdloiion, but muat not allow a voaaol 
to go from placo to place in order to fill 
up or tiiku III lior cari'o, No perniita are 
to be given in any circumstaiicoa by ciia- 
toms oflicers undor cover of which ony 
law or regulation can liu ovudod. .Strin- 
gent means muat be taken to contino all 
araall or unregistered veasela within the 
atriot limita allo\red bylaw or regulatioiia. 
Veaaels nr boata of any kind or clasB al- 
though of Canadian liuild or owned by 
Oanadiatia which havb bt'on outured aa 
penonal property or otiiorwiao and oii 
which duty has boon paid in any foreign 
port, must be considered aa strictly for- 
eign boats and excluded from any righta 
that may attach to them had they not 
boon ao entered, aa such entry changes 
their natimiality, us iiiiich ao an if they 
had been formally registored. Tho circu- 
lar oonaidera that in order to enauro the 
better protection of iho revenue it is ab- 
solutely necessary that theso iuatruotions 
receive the clnauut attention from all cue 
toma Lifficera, and that the 9amu observ 
anoe of ihtni be required by all veaaolfi 
Irrespective of their nationality. The re- 
quired strict enforcement of theae ordera, 
is due to the strained relatians at present 
exiating between Canada and the United 
States upon Sahory and other coast- 
ing mnttors. One elfiiot of tho 
rigid ohaorvance of theao inntruc- 
tions will bo ihut if an American 
ooasting sailing vossol or steamer entera 
any of our ports she will have to dia- 
obarge at one berth only, and will be no 
mora allowed to move from one wharf to 
another than ahu would be permitted to 
olaar from one Britiah port for another, 
Intimately connected with coasting regu- 
lationa are the towing intereata of Britiah 
Oolumbin. The policy of only one among 
the American shipping porta on the Sound 
being a port of entry prevent Britiah tugs 
from towiug vessels to or from any ex- 
cept that one port — Port Townaond, 
"With this province it ia different, the 
many pnrta of entry otl'ering auch facili- 
ties to American tuga that they can and 
do pick up British veaaeh in the straiia 
and tow ihem wherever required — it may 
be Victoria, Nanaimo, New Westminster, 
Coal Harbor, and Port Moody — and if 
no ouatoma ulticor happens to bo at that 
place, it ia very oaay (it haa been done 
already) for an otiicor bolonging to 
another port to be sent for to clear 
tho tug. Take a oaio in point: Aa 
American tug ateama almost into tho 
Royal roada to pick up a I'ritiah voaaol 
lying there. Tho ahip weighs anchor 
and goea tlirongli the form of aailing 
about a mile oui where aho is taken in tow 
and convoyed to the Inlet. Hero may be 
another vojsol juat loaded — a bargain la 
Jtrocl;, and away gueathotug in full work. 
After haviri'.; onii!pleietl tho tow, the tug 
haa (inly to ciitur lit 6xn .hum and clour 
for Victoriii from u Inch port ahe can again 
take charge of another vepsel bound across 
the Sound. And bo they go on, playing 
duoka and drakes with the tugs of Bruish 
Columbia. Whiie so much Is being done 
for the coasting and fishing veaaela, it ia 
not asking too much that aoino apocial ac- 
tion bo taken to guard tlie unprotected 
tov^ing interostaof thia province. 



THE CANADIAN I'ACIFIC 
ITS RIVALS.

The UiiiiadiDn I'acific ia stirring up the 
other traii.tcori tiiiuntul ru^ida in u way not 
altogether to their lajtc. It promises to 
give them no peace in its oompetition for 
through truffle, and although it haa not 
opened fire on tho passenger agents at 
San Frauoisco as yet, it is making thin^a 
warm for the freight men. The San 
FranciHCo Chronielo avora that a lead ■ 
ing firm (l L-i'miiiisui'iti men in that city 
had secured u rata of I'm cBiita a hundred 
on canned goods fn-an thia city to Chicago 
over the Canadian Piicific line and its con- 
iiectioijB, Tho rei;iilnr taritl rate now in 
force on t!i,j ntliui- liiiea ia !)0 cents a hun- 
dred. It 18 .itiiiuci I hat in many olliur 
linen of shipment the taiili' uphold by tho 
tranacoutiiibiitiil jiool roada nua boon cut 
bj^ the Canadian Facilio from 30 to 60 per 
eent. "The Canadian pooplo are coming 
after ua with a vengeance,' remarked one 
Iraffio man yeaterday, "and it really looks 
Morioiii) for tile .Viiioricaii roada. What ia 
worao, thuro in uu pr- ap«ct of the ukiinato 
victory of our roadH. To buy oil' Van 
Home's company would require an annual 
subsidy of 1^1.000,000. That is what it 
has oost to keep the Paoifio Mail out of 
the Sold, and the Canadian PaoiGo have a 
very high opinion of thuir road and tho 
idaoQ which it filla up in the field of trans- 
portation. Compared with other lines 
running acrona the ctniiitry, tha Canadian 
r'acilic ia almost free from debt, and it can 
thorofora bo oporated on a closer margin 
than the American lines, which means 
low rates and lieroo cum petition. I under- 
stand that Elijah Sniiih, preridont of the 
Oregon Railway and Navigation company, 
thinks that hia company will probably lose 
business from Puget Sound points, but 
that it can afford to lot it all goto Itioora- 
petitor withfjul fneliiit; tlui Icsa very much, 
aa the tralfu at proi.niil is miiiill. What 
do I think ahuut llio prrjpnmid aiipreraaoy 
of tho Cijiiadinii I'.icilie in the lea-ahip- 
ping trado ? I doiibl very uuieh if the 
-Canadian people willbuablo to soauroand 
maintain the traffic in that line. The Pa> 
ciSo Mall and tho Northern Paoifio are 
koon cdinpotitora and they have already 
run tho ratoj from Yi)koliaiiia to Now 
York down to the lowoal jjguro at which 
ttiera h «n7 money in tha boilntii. I 



don't think the new traiiscoutinoutal road 
can do much better for tea shippers in the 
way of low rates. The talk that the Paoi- 
fio Mail will run fewer ateamera to thia 
port in consequence of Oanadiab PaciBo 
competition is all nonaonae- I very much 
doubt if the Canadian line will bo able to 
enter into aucceaaful competition in the 
Engl inh ten. trade with the Suez canal 
route, although I uiidoraland that it in- 
tends to make un eilbrt to secure thia 
traflio." 



SITMAS DYKING I.AnrD§. 

Scalers who Cisiiiiot Get Titles, 
iiiifl WlioiHc Liisidii lire Still 
II iitlrniiic«l.

To TUK ICditok;— Tho aottlera of this 
valley have been much pleaaad to read 
your article on tho "Sumas Dyke" mat- 
ter in your issue ot tho 25th inst., and 
hope that you will oontinue to lend us 
your valuable assistance in our efforts for 
tho rodrega of our griovancoB. 

Now that the Uoiuiiiion govornmeiit ia 
about to adiniiiiator tho laiuia of the rail 
way belt we fool it to be a great liardaliip 
that our locality should bo tho only 
coption, and that, whilst all our iioii^h- 
boia can aociiro titles, we are held in a 
vice, aa it wore, on account of the jue- 
tondod logal existence of the "Suuiuh 
Dyking Act." I aay y*/ > /i miA "' le^al ex- 
iateiico, for 1 am aatistied that a prii|,or 
repreaentaticni ot this matter befi<re tho 
courts would ruault iu tho e.\i)u»iire of 
the hoUowneaa of the claima, both in laiv 
and in juslico, which certain parties are 
aotting up to tho •15,000 acres of the 
lands of thia municiiiality, roaorved by 
tho proviaioiia of aaid act lor ilyhin^' pLii- 
poaea. Many of your rnader.i ari< mvaru 
of tho circuniatancea coniiuettMl willi I hi.'i 
acheiiio. 

In 187y the act waa pusaad giv-iiL- to 
E. L. Derby, and assigns the right to 
coiiairuct a dyke or aorios of dykes ahui;.; 
tho bank of tho Kraaor river to dam (Uil 
tho river, at times of high wiiior, from 
tho Matsqui prairie, situated aoiuo twenty 
miles below tnia; and al.vi from tho .Sumas 
prairie, six uiilua below thia, and also 
from tho lands of Chilli whack. A a to 
Matsqui and Sumas, they are low lying 
lands of the choicestkind, liable to ovorHow 
at ordinary high water; and were it practi- 
cable to protect tliom by n dyke, "it wore 
a conauminalion devoutly to be wished." 
As to the landa of Chilliwhack, they are 
dili'erontly aituatod, having a natural 
drainagn, at all aeasona of ordinary high 
water, into tho Fraaor. roquiriiit; only tlio 
oloaring out and deepening of tiio water i t|j„ 
couraea which are tho natural outlets of 
drainage for the large iiiuuntaiii water- 
shed lying to the south and east of the 
valley, and which ooald be easily effected 
at a very smairexpense. 

It ia quite ovidoiit that it waa never in- 
tended by the projeotora of this enter- 
prise to oonatruat dykes in front of Chilli- 
whack; but aa thia locality contained the 
largest body of available landa for thuir 
purpuaos, they floated their sohome over 
tbemso aa to include tho beat lands of the 
place, in effoot, holding these lands sub- 
aidiary to the reclamation of the landa of 
Sumas and Mataoui. Theao lands have 
all been settled upon by an cnt&rpri-iing 
and thrifty people, who have proceeded 
to reclaim them and to drain thu wot and 
overflowed lands, (occasioned by the 
mountain watershed above referred to), 
little thinking that this bogus dyking 
Boherae would ever be rovivod, to inter- 
fere with thoir righta in acquiring title. 

Tho public aro familiar with the hiatory 
of the case. Derby coinmuucoa (oper- 
ations at Matsqui, doing enough work to 
prove the impracticability of the substra- 
tum underlying tho river banka, which 
would allow tho water to aoep in and bo 
on the same lovol insido aa out.iide llie 
embankment; ao ho abandoiicd tho wurk 
aud left the country, assigning hia rights in 
the franohiie to the parties who "put up" 
tho funda and who by legal quibbles and 
legislative manipulation hare been ablo,for 
BO long a timn to keep the inattor alive i 
and prevent tho rescinding of the friii- ' 
ohiao, wb:cli in all juatice to the aettlors, 
should have boon douo long ago, and ' 
which must bo done nt tho nuit session uf 
the legislature. 

I assure you. Sir, that the settlers havo 
woke up in earnest in thia matter and will 
be trifled with no longer. They want 
this Hiimaa dyking act rescinded, for fail- 
ure on the part of Darby and his aaaiijiis 
for eight yours to carry out tho contract. 
So far as Chilliwhack is concerned, we 
want no dyking scheme. If the pcopla of 
Sumas and.Matsqui want to be dyked and 
the scheme ia still doomed practicable, 
theu lot it ho dcjiiu uiuIim- ne*v and more 
favorablo auspioea, ao as to free the land 
of Chilli ivhack from any connection thore- 
wiili. Let thi:.ie lauds bo thrown open 
for entry, or lot tho Dominion govoru- 
ment have them according tu the t.^rma 
of the Settlement bill, to ho dealt, with as 
that government deals with Iho rest of 
tho railnay boll (, wo will bs aatistied eillior 
way); and lot tho gentlemen of the de- 
funct Derby dyking, ditohingand dam(ii)- 
ing company, if they havo any just claims 
in tho preniiaoa, go to tho cnnrts and oa- 
tahliah them, and lot tfie t.iil- w"rn eet- 
tlcra go (;n their way r«. joiciiif/. 

1 trust, .Sir, you will e uitinuc to work

ENGLAND. 

LoN'Do.N, Sept. 3. — The Daily News 
aaya Princo Alexander has been aban- 
doned and isolated by agreement of the 
thruu omporurs. Nothing could exceed tho 
humility of his letter to the ozar. which 
is only equalled m a degree by the bru- 
tality of the czar's answer. 

The Standard says Alexander has com- 
mitted a serious blunder, and the only 
unworthy act with which he could bo ro- 
prnachoil. It ia in carrying the comedy of 
the court by disaiiuulatioti too far to pro- 
tend that tho czar did not approve of do- 
poaition. England has done her boat to 
promoto peace in tho Balkans, If she 
fails, Austria and Qorinany will either 
suffer a grave injury or make heavy aacri 
ficea. They may yet rue the day they 
abandoned Alexander to curry favor with 
the czar. Alexander has promised King 
Milan to send a diplumatio agent to 
Vienna.

Bulgaria ia now tran- 
quil, Alexander, when ho reached Bu- 
charest on hia journey to Sulla, tele- 
graphed to the Sultan assurancoa of hom- 
age and devotion.

train at the time of the earthquake was 
ruuuing along at tho usual speed, aud 
when al>out a milu south of .ledburg it 
oncountert-'d a terrible e.tporience.

Thuy were all gay, happy and laughing, 
when all of a suddeu, in the language of 
one of the oicursioniata, tho train ap- 
peared to have left the track and waa 
going up, lip, lip, mil, tho air. This waa 
tho riaiiig wavo. Suddenly, it descended, 
and as it rapidly fell it "waa tluiig vio- 
lently over to tho east side, the car ap- 
parently leaning over at an angle of leas 
than forty-five degrees. It then righted 
and was hurled with a roar as of artillery 
over to tho west, and hiially subsided on 
thu track and took a plunge downward, 
ovidoiitly on tho desconding wave. Tho 
engineer put down the brakes tight, but 
so great was tho original and added mo- 
moiituin that tho train loapod ahead. It 
ia oaid that the train actually galloped 
ailing Iho tracii, the front and roar trucks 
of the ciiaehea rising and falling alter- 
nately. The ulmoat confusion prevailed, 
woinonand children shrieked with^dismay, 
and tho bravest hearts quailed in mo- 
men tary expectation of a more terrible 
catastrophe, 

'i'he train was then liikeu back in the j 
direction of .ledbuvg, and on tho way 
back the work of tho eiirthquako waa 
terribly patoni. The train had actually 
passed over one of thoao aorpuntino curves 
already described, and it is tho simple 
truth to state that every soul on board 
WHS saved solely through tho iisterposi- 
tioii of Divine I'rovidence. 

A roiiiarkahle fact was noted in Suin- 
inerviilo in respeot to tho bulging of water 
from tho interior of the earth. Nearly 
all the woIIb had boon at low water. 
Thoro was a auddon rise in all of thoso 
wells and tho additional water was pure. 
Looking down Into ono of theao welu tho 
obqorver oould, on tho eve of any of the 
loud detonations, see tho water rise up 
the walls of the well and after the shook 
again subsido.

Au attempt was made by 
the police on Wednesday night last to 
visit the house in question, but owing to 
sonio doubt as to the exact locality it 
failed. On that occasion, however, a 
house ir. close proximity to tho one raid- 
ed last night was entered and some five 
women wore seen, Ono of these was a 
ohild of

After ofl'ording the officers all the infor- 
mation in his power, Ah Tio retired to hia 
room near by, saying that hu had to go to 
work earlynext morning. He^wiia evidently 
a hard-working fellow, and honest. 

Boon another Chinaman, with grinning 
visago pooped in, and boinij invitod lu 
lake a seat, cutohing aight of Hupt. 
Bloorafield, haatoned to do ao. His state- 
mont was a corroboration of Ah Tie's, 
and told tho sad tale of slavery, ami 
woraa— :if that wero possible— slavery 
indeed in body and soul.

Feeding: Work lioi-scs. 

According to the New York Star the 
follov/ing is tho method of feeding the 
Adams]Expresa Company horses in New 
York: "In the morning, the first 
thing, wo give our horses each about 
seven pounds of oats, with about a 
quart of shelled corn and a double 
iiandful of good hay At noon we give 
them a good pock of cho|) made of 
ground or crushed corn, white mid- 
lings and bran. Every other night w e 
give them about ten pounds of hay, 
and every night eight or ten pounds 
of clean rye straw for bedding. Wo 
don't give them hay every night be- 
cause if we do they don't eat their eho|) 
up clean. By giving it every other 
night we find they always eat up their 
feed. We water them three times a 
day — before tlioy go out, when they 
come in, and after we clean m> for the 
night. ()f course the drivers, when 
they are out, give thorn water when 
they need it. In warm weather in- 
stead of cracked corn and midlings, we 
give corn meal and wheat bran. Our 
horses have to do do hard work, bnt 
we keep tnoni in good condition. That 
is a gpnor.'il statement of the way we 
feed horses. <.)f course in iiarticnlar 
eases we have to use judgement. When 
■a horsa is dull ,\nd blows over its feed 
the best thing ia to take it away. The 
eliances are that the next time it will 
eat it up clean. Don't ailow a horse 
tn stand blowing over its feed. .My men 
are particidar also 'o clean the manger 
out well before feeding and iioi allow 
any stale or sour feed to be left, in 
the manger. There is uotliing like 
regularity in feeding. When iioraes 
don't have enough at one time, and 
then perhaps too much at Hiiotbei-, you 
cannot expect lo keep them well. I 
said we gave the horses hay every 
other night. That is a matter of judgt!- 
meiit. If you find horses eat their feed 
up clean, you can give them hay every 
night.
